Two damage suits, seeking an 
aggregate of $5,500. were filed 
against the C. C. C. & St. L. rail­ 
road and the New York Central 
lines in circuit court Thursday 
afternoon by Paul Daubenspeck 
and son, Robert, of Milroy. 
The suits are the outgrowth of 
a train-autom obile crash on the 
defendants’ line six miles south­ 
west of Greensburg April 9 , 19 32. 
Robert Daubenspeck, who is 
sueing for $5,000 on the grounds 
of personal injuries, claims th at 
the car he was driving was 
struck by a train which gave no 
warning signal as it approached 
the crossing. 
View at this particular cross­ 
ing was obstructed, the plaintiff 
avers, by a cut, bank and build­ 
ings. and he did not see the ap­ 
proaching train until he was at 
the tracks. It was impossible for 
! him to stop the m achine and 
I avoid a collision by th a t time, 
| the plaintiff contends.

He suffered serious injuries 
when the train struck the car, 
young Daubenspeck claims, and 
he is charging the railroad com­ 
pany’s alleged negligence as be­ 
ing responsible for the crash. 
Although the crossing is al­ 
leged to be a dangerous one, it 
does not have a signal device to 
warn persons on the highway of j 
an approaching train, the suit 
asserts.

If Mo re Patro lmen Are Added a 
State Po lice Barracks May Be 
Lo cated in City . 


FEENEY INTERVIEWED 
BY LOCAL OFFICIALS 


The possibility th a t a state po­ 
lice barracks would be located in 
Rushville if ex tra men are added 
to the force was advanced W ed­ 
nesday afternoon by A1 Feeney, 
state director of public safety, 
to three local officials who in­ 
terviewed him on the subject. 
Mayor J. K ennard Allen, Sher­ 
iff Ed Compton and Levi Crull, 
chief of police, conferred w ith 
Feeney in the interest of estab­ 
lishing a state police barracks in 
this city. 
Feeney told the local officials 
th a t only a few barracks, which 
would bring the total in the 
state to seven or eight, were 
be­ 
ing considered at the present.

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PARENTS MUST SET EXAMPLE 
Parents who are fearful of the results of the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment as per­ 
taining to their children must recognize the fact 
that the appeal of correct ex ample is a forceful 
way of guiding their children in the right path, 
is set forth in a section on “Drink ing’’ in a bul­ 
letin entitled “Guiding the Adolescent” recently 
issued by the children’s bureau at Washington. 
“Rarely can the problem be met by disciplin­ 
ary measures, depriv ation of freedom or moral­ 
izing tactics,” say s Dr. Douglas A. Thom, director 
of Boston’s Habit Clinic, author of the bulletin. 
“The best safeguard that parents can throw 
about the adolescent to prev ent indiscretion in 
the use of alcohol is education, and the best 
method of education is good ex ample.” 
According to the publication, the so-called 
problems of adolescence are not problems at all. 
It say s that modern y outh has managed itself 
with wisdom deserv ing more respect, and less 
criticism from adults. “To assume that every 
adolescent boy or girl is drifting about in an 
emotional whirlpool or may be dashed on the 
shore of failure because of some hidden conflict 
is nothing more than an indulgence in phan­ 
tasy .” 
Parents are adv ised to think of their children 
less in terms of “care” and “management,” more 
in terms of “tactful guidance” concerning every 
phase of their life. The power of ex ample holds 
true not only as pertaining to the use of alcoholic 
bev erages but in all other things as well where 
children should be shown the way . 
“The child wants to care for and manage him ­ 
self, and this is not only desirable but essential 
if he is to become a normal, healthy , independent 
adult,” Dr. Thom sets forth. He contends that 


children of the present day are less dependent 
on their parents than present-day parents were 
on the generation which preceded them. 


iio rr THE GAT THIRTIES 


ANGLES TO ALL QUESTIONS 
In sizing up things, especially those hav ing a 
bearing on local conditions, it is well to remem­ 
ber that there is more than one angle from 
which a q uestion may be viewed. 
Far too many people err in judgment purely 
from haste and ov erzealousness. 
Impressions are often formed at first glance, 
and unless a person is willing to ex amine be­ 
neath the surface and consider all av ailable 
facts, those first impressions will remain and be­ 
come fix ed conv ictions, irrespectiv e of whether 
they are right or wrong. 
Injustice to a good cause is often done by this 
method of sizing up things and .immeasurable 
harm to an indiv idual, a group of indiv iduals or 
a whole community may result. 
Then there is a class of citizens who, hav ing 
formed a hasty conclusion, refuse to recede from 
their position, even when confronted with in­ 
disputable proof of their error of judgment. That 
is pure and unadulterated stubbornness. 
But here, as elsewhere, there are many people 
who are q uick to form impressions, but are will­ 
ing to, and do. analy ze the arguments of the op­ 
position, and are completely changed as the re­ 
sult of the additional information thus acq uired. 
Sizing up local conditions is an admirable 
trait, but undue haste in forming lasting conclu- * 
sions is much to be regretted. 
Best results are obtained by tak ing a calm 
surv ey of the situation from every conceiv able 
v iewpoint before tak ing a definite stand. 
Communities prosper and grow when their 
citizens adopt this plan.
